LASSEN PEAK. 


Next to Shasta Butte, Lassen Peak is 
the grandest mountain in all the Sierra 
range of northern Celifornia. It ap- 
pears a single, snow-capped peak, tow- 
ering into the clouds, far above any 
others in the region. We had often 
viewed it with admiration from a dis- 
tance, and determined, sometime, if pos- 
sible, to ascend it. This year the cir- 
cumstances were favorable, and we 
gladly improved the opportunity. 

Receiving suitable directions and an 
excellent outfit from Dr. Pratt, the pro- 
prietor of the village, and the worthy. 
landlord of Prattville Hotel, we bound- 
ed away on horseback ie the lofty 
peak, in company with two others, 
Messrs. Fairchild and Carpenter, of 
Chico, the last acting as guide, since he 
had twice before made the romantic 
trip. The wide, level, grassy valley of 
Big Meadows, dotted with groves and 
streaked with timber, bounded on each 
side by dark, evergreen forests, beyond 
which rose in all directions lofty moun- 
tain ranges, was at first before us. Nu- 
merous clear, swift-running streams, 
murmuring over pebbly beds, winding 
their way between grassy banks, were 
forded. Gradually for miles the valley 
irregularly narrowed, till virtually it 
closed, in a varying, narrow flat, by 
either bank of the Feather River, be- 
tween steep, broken mountain sides, cov- 
ered with open forests, running far up on 
each side of us. The beautiful and the 
admirable were all around, beneath and 
above, but the grand we pecially en- 
joyed. 

The, first of the particularly grand 
was where, in long periods past, a vast, 
basaltic lava flow had been broken 
through by the ancient waters, opening 


a channel for itself an eighth of a mile 


wide, leaving, on either side, precipices 
of perfect hexagonal columns, regular 
as if worked by human skill. Especial- 
ly on the right hand, as we were going 
northwest, the appearance was wonder- 
ful, where the structure was said, by 
those who had traveled in Ireland, to 


—.___-be more exact and marvelous than at 


the famous Giant’s eeeny and 
Staffa Cave. 

Resting for the night in Hot Spring 
Valley, we ascended on foot the slope on 
the right, to the foot of precipices one 
and two hundred feet high, cut and 
worn in all manner of wonderful caves 
and gorges. We found the whole to be 
old, porphyry-like, basaltic rock, which 
has marvelously crystalized in horizon- 
tal lamina, about one-fourth of an inch 
thick. We had never before seen the, 
like, and gained a new idea of the pos- 
sible origin of the “ Gravestone” re- 
gions, with upright laminations, in the 
foot-hills of the Sierras. 

With the early dawn we were away 
again for the lofty peak. Soon, turning 
to the right, we ascended the steep, high 
mountain slope, to come out on to an ir- 
regular, uneven, rocky, but forest-cov- 
ered, plateau. Soon a series of beauti- ; 
ful, grassy. meadows, called King’s Val- 
ley, took us within two miles of the 
desired mountain. Then another lofty 
slope took us up on to another rocky, 
uneven plateau, amidst patches and 
fields of snow. We were yet ascending 
right towards the one towering peak, 
till the last few forest trees were reach- 
ed ; and here our horses were left, while 
the lofty cone was to be surmounted on 
foot. | | 

Up, up, up; now on snow, now bare 
ground, and again on jutting rocks, we 
slowly made our way, often resting for. 
breath and to view. the grandest scene-:. 


pale, milky white. 


ry, stretching away and around on every 
side. Then again, alternately toiling 
and resting, at length, after two hours’ 
effort, we were rewarded by reaching 
the nmit, there to rest, put on our 
coats, and view the great broken, rug- 
ged, earthquake-shaken, and mountain- 
gorged region around. No pen can 


may partly complete the view, but actu- 
al sight only can do justice to the real- 
ity. From Mt. Shasta the scene is more 
extensive, for it is nearly four thousand 
feet higher; but by no means is it as 
grand, and varied, and rugged as from 
the summit of Mt. Lassen. Seventeen 
clear lakes appear in peaceful quietude 


| amidst the mighty ruggedness about 


them. Hills, peaks, ranges, gorges, and 
broken ridges extend one beyond anoth- 


er, far away in the distance, till limited 
by the horizon. Even the far-off view 
of the great Sacramento Valley is so 
obscured by intervening mountains, and 
overshadowed by the more distant 
ranges beyond, as to seem scarcely to 
interrupt the one‘ aspect of a world’s 
surface all irregularly elevated, broken, 
and worn down, without use or design. 


In the immediate vicinity, the very 
late resting of the mountain from vio- 
lent volcanic action is evident, especially 
in two or three steep, variegated, fria- 
ble cones on the northwest, and one or 
two on the southwest. But on the east, 
in plain view, though twelve miles 
away, is a cone six hundred feet high, 
which is clearly proved to have been 
an active volcano since ’49 immigration 
to the state. A large stream of lava 
flowed from it a distance of five miles, 
incasing trees in its course, a few of 
which, on the edge, were not burnt 
down, but killed, and yet stand, uude- 
cayed. Trees near had their sides to- 
wards it burnt, and the edges are grown 
over with a growth of about twenty-two 
yearly rings. The volcanic ashes yet 
cover the ground six‘and eight inches 
deep, and the crater of the cone is dis- 
tinct and open to a great depth from 
the top. This we could not visit, but 
the evidence from Dr. Harkness and 
others is conclusive as to the fact of the 
eruption. 

Returning, we visited the Boiling 
Springs, Hot Lake, and the wonderful 
Geyser. These might well take a whole 
article in Tux Pacirio, if possible. They 
greatly surpass anything else of the 
kind we ever saw. 

First, the Hot Springs extend perhaps 
a half mile, with all imaginable, strange 
varieties. Clear water, boiling; roily 
water, walloping ; mud cauldron, sput- 
tering; pasty masses, bubbling; pools 
of hot natural paint, heaving, of all va- 
riety of colors—red, yellow, white, 
drab, and almost black—appear profuse- 
ly scattered over the valley, along the 
river edge and in the side hill. Won- 
derful beyond description all of this ap- 
peared. 

Two miles and a half from here, in 
the hills, was the Hot Lake. Six hun- 
dred feet in length by two hundred and 
fifty wide, the whole body was scalding 
hot, except a little covoled at one end, 
while all around were hosts of varying 
boiling springs and walloping, colored 
mud cauldrons. The waters were all 


But, surpassing all, a mile away was 
a marvelous Geyser. In the worn-out 
side of the mountain was a pool perhaps 
twelve feet across and nearly as wide, 
in the middle of which continually roll- 
ed up, in a boiling manner, a fountain 
of water five feet in diameter and some 
six feet high, throwing its immense, 
showery drops much higher, often twen- 
ty feet or more, into the air. . This was 
clear water. Just by, with not over a 
foot division of a clay rim, was another 
equally large pool of deep, iron-red 
water, violently boiling in the center 
a foot in height, Adjoining these two 
was another white water pool, same size, 
but with only gas bubbles. constantly 
rising from the water. It was all won- 
derfal'in the extreme to us, and well to 
be the last to visit. 

In-view-of the whole scenery—valleys, 
streams, mountains, hot springs, and the 


lofty peak—we think no place, not Yo- 
semite’ itself, more worthy tourists’ vis-

said about that.

It 
was unexpected and cheering to him; 
it was charming and precious to me. 

One conviction I have, that no truer- 
hearted, more devoted, or faithful chris- 
tian minister has ever come among us 
than was he. Unsuspicious, open-heart- 
ed, strong in mind, manly, bold, and 
firm, he was on the side of every good 
cause, and every such cause felt his 
support. We have very few such men 
to lose!

THE TRUE SHEPHERD. 


The tenderness of the Bible reaches 
its highest point in connection with the 
office of a shepherd, as in Ps. xxiii, Isaiah 
xl, and in this lesson. The relation be- 
tween the shepherd and the sheep, the 


oriental usage pertaining to the relation, 
offer the truest. symbols of the relation 
between God and his children. Teach- 
ers should read to classes these passages, 
and also, if possible, from Thompson’s 
Land and the Book, Vol. I, pp. 299-305 ; 
also Kzekiel xxxiv. 


The discourse—half parable, half al- 
legory—undoubtedly grew out of the 
last verses of the preceding chapter, in 
which the Pharisees raise the question 
as to their own blindness. Christ’s an- 
swer regards them as blind guides, and 
so he begins to discourse upon true and 
false teachers in religion. Whilé the 
discourse was directly addressed to those 
who came under its condemnation, its 
largest and 5 sag meaning is for those 
who believe. 

Verse 1. By sheep-fold we are to un- 
derstand God’s people, and by the door, 


a true guide in religion. One who is fit 
to guide the flock of God will come in 
the spirit of love and unselfishness. If 
one seeks to rule the flock for private 
ends, or in a proud and bigoted spirit, 
he is no better than a thief in the fold. 
Verses 2-5.. Gne who has this spirit 
of love and fidelity is a true guide ; and 
because sincere believers have a true 
sense of spiritual things, they recognize 
ith who thus comes to them, and, hav- 
ing a sense of their spiritual need, they 
follow him and heed his words. The 
thought is so simple that it needs no 
further comment, but to oe the al- 


lusions. 


The Land and the Book: “Our Sav- 
ior says that the good shepherd, when 
he putteth forth his own sheep, goeth 
before them, and they follow. This is 
true to the letter. They are so tame 
and so trained that they follow their 
keeper with the utmost docility. He 
leads them forth from the fold, or from 


he pleases. As there are many flocks, 
each one takes a different path, and it is 


| his business to find. pasture for them. 
It is necessary, therefore, that they 


should be taught to follow, and not stray 


away into the unfenced fields of corn‘ 


which lie so-temptingly on either side. 
Any one that thus wanders is sure to 
get into trouble. The shepherd calls } 
‘sharply, from time to time, to remind 
them of his presence. - They know. his 
voice, and follow on ; but if a stranger 
call, they stop short, “lift up their heads 
in alarm, and if it is repeated, they turn . 
and .flee, because they know not the 
voice of. a,stranger. . *,.

Each of them has 
a name, to which it answers joyfully, 
and the kind shepherd is ever distribut- 
ing to such choice portions which he 
gathers for that purpose. -These are the 
contented and happy ones. They are in 
no danger of getting lost or into mis- 
chief, nor do wild beasts or thieves 
come nearthem. The great body, how- 
ever, are mere worldlings, ‘intent upon 
their own pleasures or selfish interests. 
‘They run from bush to bush, searching 


for variety or delicacies, and only now 


and then lift their heads to see where 
the shepherd is, or rather, where the 
general flock is. But they get so far 
away as to occasion remarks in their 
little community, or rebuke from their 
keeper. Others, again, are restless and 
discontented, jumping into everybody’s 
field, climbing into bushes, and even 
into leaning trees, whence they often fall 
and break their limbs. These cost the 
good shepherd incessant trouble. Then 
there are others incurably reckless, who 
stray far away and are utterly lost.” 


In verse 7 Christ varies the use of the 
figure, and declares himself the door of 
the sheep. The whole matter of spirit- 
ual guidance and preservation is com- 
prised in himself. He is ashepherd in 
the sense that he has the love and un- 
selfish interest necessary to a true tcach- 
er ; and he is the door in the sense that 
all who enter the fold, whether sheep or 
shepherds, must come through .him—in 
his spirit, and 4vith the same purpose 
that makes him the great shepherd. 

Verse 8. Jesus does not refer to pri- 
ority in time by before, but to porpeence 
of spirit. 

In the remaining verses of the lesson, 
Christ touches upon the great essential 
points of his gospel... | 

1. “The salvation of all who enter the 
fold of God’s people through Christ. 

2. Ministration by _— to the soul 
of the believer.

on the Animals of the Bible, prepared 
by a Rev. Mr. Fisher, if we recollect 
rightly. At any rate, the author was a 
minister’ at Bluehill, Me. The author 
of the volume so fully described by the 
title which we have given above, is also 
a minister.: But Natural History is 
with him no merely professional recrea- 
tion. He must have given his mind, 
and heart, and time to it. His publish- 
ed works are numerous and truly scien- 
tific. He is guilty almost of a worship 
of animals. Indeed, wé have lately 
seen @ notice of a work of his, in which 


he has affectionately argued for the im- 


mortality of :animals. In the present 
volume he is enabled to combine his sci- 
entific with his Biblical studies. The 
reader is to expect, therefore, a thorough 
and ,accurate work. Nor will he .be 
disappointed. But while thorough and 
accurate, it isnot so over-much. The 
book is written so as to be readily un- 
derstood by the ordinary reader. What 
is better, the sketches of animals are 
given in an entertaining style. If good 
old pastor Fisher's book was enjoyable 
by a boy, surely this book must be a 
treasure in any household. The book 
Paper, type, 
illustrations, binding, all conspire to 
make an attractive volume. We should 
not, ourselves, have thought it best to 
add the essays of Dr. McCosh and 
March. They seem unnecessary, and to 
have no very close adaptation to this 
particular book. But now that they are 
there, it is not necessary to add that 


‘they are excellent.

The London Hour publishes the fol- 
lowing extract of a letter written by 
a gentleman in Rome, whose sources of 
information, it is asserted, may be thor- 
oughly relied upon : 

During the reign of Pius [X the gov-. 
erning power of the Curia Romana has 
been transferred to the Jesuits. The 
theory is that the Curia is an organiza- 
tion of the various congregations of min- 
isterial departments for submitting their 
views to and receiving their orders from 
the Pope. Sut in practice the action of 
the Curia has come to be the action of. 
the Jesuits. This action shapes itself, 
diversely i in different countries; for ex-. 
ample, in Spain it openly apoune the | 
cause of Don Carlos, while in England 
it takes an altogether different line. 
The modern power of the Jesuits dates 
from the year 1848, when they persuad- 
ed the Pope, during the popular move- 
ments of that time, that they and they 
alone were his friends. Their flattery, 
that none but themselves appreciated 
his genius and piety, had its natural ef- 
fect. Their first important step was to 
fill the nunciatures, or legations, and the 
bishoprics everywhere, with persons sub- 
ject to Jesuit influence. The consequece 
of this was the dismissal of every official 
suspected of a taint of liberalism. The 
Jesuits who saw the Pope daily for a 
long period, and moulded his mind to 
their ends, were Father Bresciani and 
Father Piccirillo. Their influence led 
to the proclamation of the Immaculate

Then, also, 
sailors are not always cleanly in their 
persons, nor regular in their habits of 
body, nor careful about taking cold af- 
ter severe exercise. When such a ship 
as the Bremen comes in, whatever the 
testimony may be, we may know that 
there was a sad lack of godliness on 
board of her, or a neglect of some other 
branch of sanitary law. Effects have 
antecedents which should be carefully 
searched out. 


The financial disturbances of the last 
two weeks have not ended in such disas- 
ter as was feared. Every bank but the 
leading one will soon be in regular work- 
ing order, and even the great Bank of 
California is to resume business, at least 
until such a time as its affairs can be ar- 
ranged and settled. The statement is 
authorized that its affairs will be under 
the control of a council of wealth, or 
Syndicate, as it is commonly called. 
“This Syndicate will put in both money 
and credit in order to manage the busi- 
ness to the best advantage. When the 


business is eleared up they will then set 


the old bank in operation, or start a new 
one, as may be most expedient. At 
present, these capitalists propose to do 
the best they can for the bank and all 
parties concerned. The business in the 
meantime will be of the nature of bank-

. THE PILLAR OF CLOUD.

Before considering the grammatical

Your correspondent 
will not, of course, contend for this kind 
of need in the passage from the First 
Epistle of Timothy, now under consid- 
eration, (though I certainly contend for 
it) as it would overthrow his argument. 
According to his view, there was need, 
in the passage before us, to emphasize, 
not “the idea of a wife,” as he under- 
scores, but “the idea of a wife.” — 

Secondly.—To indicate, more or less 
distinctly, along with the idea of unity, 
that of indefiniteness. Here the Greek 
was sometimes fis, a certain one; some- 
times heis, one; and sometimes both in [| 
combination. Examples are the follow- 
ing: ‘And one scribe coming said to 
him”; that is, as our version renders, 
“a certain scribe.” (Matt. viii: 
‘‘And there came one poor widow 
that is, “a certain poor widow.” (Mark 
xii: 42.)

Co-operative associations for home: 
steads take many forms. In London, corpora- 
tions are formed to purchasesthe land, lay‘out 
village, and. build the houses, and then’ dispose 
of them to the poor in such a manner that each 
householder pays small monthly instalments un- 
til the whole amount of the re¢hase money is 
paid. Other companies ar 
plan of savings banks, each oe, being 
allowed to loan money. — 

Our best examples of these 0 tiizations are 
found in Philadelphia, where it | ‘alleged that 
several hundreds exist, through tha \6perations 
of which that city has been able fo. ‘provide its 

industrial, and even poorest classes with, eome- 
steads. 

The plan by which Philadelphia ‘makes her 
citizens owners of their homes is worthy of a 
passing notice. The chief circumstances favor- 
ing the erection of this class of houses are the 
illimitable area of level ground which surrounds 
the original city, the system of ground rents—a 
legacy from the days of William Penn—and the 
co-operative building associations, of which 
there are hundreds in successful operation. 
When a poor man, earning small day’s wages, 


the extreme suburbs of the city, about three- 
quarters of an hour’s ride by street car from the 
State House, and buys a lot eighteen feet front, 
on a fifty-foot street, and ninety feet deep, for 
$200, without paying for it, by entering into an 
obligation to pay a yearly rent of twelve dollars, 
or six per cent. As long as this interest on the 
purchase money is paid annually, the ground-: 


the principal. He now joins a building associa- 
tion, and takes, say five-shares. On each share 
$1 is to be paid monthly, and as there are 1,000 
shares, each month $1,000 is paid into the as- 
sociation. ‘Then the money so paid in is put up 
at auction among the members, and the hidding 
mounts up from five per cent. premium to per- 
haps twenty, at ‘which it is knocked down to him. 
He agrees to pay besides. his $1 per month 
per share—say $5 per month—the _inter- 
est on $1,000, plus $200, 20 per cent. preminm, 
amounting to $72 perannum. With this $1,000 
he contracts with a competent builder, who puts 
him up a house 14} feet front, leaving a pas- 
sage of 34 feet on his 18-foot lot. His house is 
42 feet deep, with a well and pump, and a shed 
over them, and his lot surrounded by fencing 
seven feet high. His house will be entered by a 
front door, opening on a parlor, having one win- 


the parlor a door opens on a small entry, from 
which.straight stairs rise to the second story. 
On the opposite side of the entry a door opens 
into the dining-room, lighted with one window, 
and through this passes to his kitchen, in which 
isa good range. At the kitchen door, stands, 
under the shed, the pump. Behind this again 
is the garden lot, 50 by 18. The financial re- 
sult stands as follows : 


He pays ground rent per annum, 6 per 


Thus for $12.50 per month he has a home all to 
himself, where the morals of his family are pre- 
served from the coutaminating influences of the 
tenement house, where the comfort and domes- 
ticity of his household is promoted, and to which 
he is tempted to add one little thing and anoth- 
er. It is in effect a mortgage which never ma- 
tures unless there is a failure to pay the interest ; 
or it may be described as a rental which gives 
the renter a permaneat possession of the estate 
if he promptly pays the rent. So familiar and 
popular has this mode of conveyance become 
that all the quotations of vacant lots are based 
upon this annual rent, or interest on the princi- 
pal sum. 

One of the important elements in this trans- 
action is the building association. The relation 
of the laborer to this organization is thus stated : 
He borrows $1,000 in cash, agreeing to pay $1,- 
200 and the interest; he stands charged with 
$1,200. . Paying $60 per annum, it would. take 
him twenty years to pay up $1,200. But at the 
end of the time, his shares being worth $1,200, 
he stops paying, and the house is his own. In 
tact, however, he is a participant in the profits; 
the premium and the interest he pays going to 


) reimburse himself, and it only takes in practice 


ten or twelve years to put him in absolute pos- 
session of his home. As regards the building 
association, he in one relation represents the 
capitalist lending money and taking all the pro- 
fit made by lending; in his other relation he is 
the borrower, paying for the use of the money. 

It ought here to be noted that the associations 
advance their money only on abundant security, 
and that also they are managed at a very small 
expense and with perfect honesty. Not only, 
however, are such houses built by the owners, 
but whole blocks are built by large building 
firms, and afterwards retailed off to buyers, who 
get their money from the building associations. 

The building association illustrates the power 
of the aggregation of small sums, and isa most 
beneficent institation, promoting the habit of

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Tho Right Preaching 


When a student in this city under 
that noblest of recent men—Dr. Chal- 
mers—an elder of this church, no longer 
with us on earth, drew my attention to 
two beautiful family portraits in His 
drawing room, and said : “ These are by 
the most eminent painters of their day, 
and both are perfect in their kind, but 
this is by an artist, and this by a genius; 
in one you have the whole before you, 
but nothing beyond ; in the other all the 
lines ran off into infinity ; and you min- 
isters should have more of the infinite 
in your sermons. You will never reach 
the people by teaching usasif you knew 
it all, and giving us our lessons as if we 
were little children. If you wish to 
move us, you must make us feel that 
you see more than you are able to ex- 
press, and that you think and know that 
there is an infinite height and depth be- 
yond what you see. But you go to the 
brim of the great ocean, you dip your 
tumbler into it, you set it down on your 
desk before you, and you tell us, ‘ That’s 
the ocean.’”’ This elder said truly that 
this is the weakest of all preaching. 


- And in these days of a ready-made and 


glib evangelism, when the speaker keeps 
repeating that it is all so plain, and no 
darkness or difficulty in it; as if there 
were no unfathomed depth in the heart 
of man, and no infinite depth in the 
mind of God, the thought will some- 


times arise—that is the sparkling water 
in your glass, but what of the great 
ocean? We must both go ourselves to 
the ocean, and lead our people there ; 
we must for ourselves, and with them, 
learn to say, ‘* Thou hast beset me behind 
and before, and laid Thine hand upon 
me ; such knowledge is too wonderful for 
me.” What Lord Bacon said of all 
truth holds specially of its highest kind, 
that “ Truth is a certain daylight, which 
doth not show the masks and mummer- 
ies of life half so stately and daintily as 
candle-light” ; and we must let the day- 
light of divine truth in upon our minds, 
even when it most mars the glitter of 
our dainty candle-lights. There is seen 
an ample compensation for the loss, when 
our eyes see light in the light of the 
Lord. 

Wondrous, blessed truth, that Jesus 
Christ came into the world to save sin- 
ners!

After preaching the Gospel 
for more than forty years to others, I 
find for my own soul no sin so easily be- 
set and so sorely hinder me, as the 
thought that Jesus Christ came into the 
world to save saints ; and I should finish 
my course with joy if I were enabled to 
fully testify the gospel of the grace of 
God—to bear witness that the Son of 
Man has come to seek and to save that 
which was lost.—Moody Stuart.

CrysraL Basxers.—These pretty or- 
naments are not at all difficult to 
The basket, or any other orna- 
ment, is first fashioned with copper wire, 
as a skeleton of the pattern desired. 
For blue crystals, take a saturated solu- 
tion of sulphate of copper in hot water, 
place the pattern in this liquor, and set 
in a quiet place; as the solution cools, 
crystals of the sulphate will be deposited 
on the wire; at first the crystals will be 
small, but, to increase their size, it is 
only necessary to place the ornaments 
in a fresh and perfectly saturated solu- 
tion of the coppered salt. For yellow 
crystals, use the yellow prussiate of pot- 
ash ; for ruby, use the red prussiate of 
potash ; for white, use alum. The salts 
of chromium, and many others, are 
equally applicable for this purpose, if 
greater variety of color be wanted. To 
preserve these orndments in all their 
beauty, they should be kept under glass 


soluble in hot than cold water; hence, 
as the hot solutions become cold, a part 
of the material is deposited ; in so doing 
each metallic salt assumes a particular 
shape of crystal, as though endewed 
with vitality. — |
